Practical application of problems in mathematics and science 
has made these subjects more interesting for Hillites this year. 

Over 600 students pour over algebra, geometry, trigonometry, 
and refresher arithmetic producing, besides their daily work, 
Christmas cards, loci projects, functions and graphs, complicated 
models of prisms, and floor plans of houses drawn to scale. 

The Future Farmers of America took the lead in science with 
their state-recognized inventions of scientific chicken troughs 
and sanitary poultry houses. They also started a farm on the 
school grounds by breaking ground, planting, cultivating, and 
harvesting eight acres of beans and wheat. Newell Warsin and 
Walter Frahm represented Arthur Hill while Kenneth Fierke 
and Walter Reimer gave demonstrations on farm improvement 
at Farmers Week meeting in East Lansing. 

Movies and outlines on various chemical topics, manufactur- 
ing of iron and steel, and fake advertisements are a few extras for 
chemistry students; while biology classes spent several periods 
dissecting frogs, studying the structure of the human body, and 
analyzing the construction of leaves. Experiments with light, 
electricity, sound, and study of the six kinds of machines told 
young physicists the why and how of physics.

Hillites have every opportunity to de- 
velop stronger bodies and muscle coordi- 
nation in their physical fitness classes. This 
group participation also increases their 
ability to work and cooperate with others. 

Vigorous calisthenics, an obstacle 
course, and work on parallel bars and 
mats, prepare boys physically for entrance 
into the armed forces. Football, basket- 
ball, swimming, track, softball, and golf 
are the extra-curricular activities.
